It  is  believedi  that  this  increase 
will  enable  tin©  seveml  districts  to 
secure  better  teachers.

It  is  very  important  that  ihe  dis- 
trict comanittees  enumerate  every 
chli'd  between  the  ages  of  4  and  16 
and  that  every  reasonable  effort  b* 
ma<le  to  secure  regular  attendance,  for 
tJhJereby  toe  scholars    will    make  mor- 
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satisfactory  progress  and*  also  a  larg- 
eir)  amount  will  bs?  received  from  the 
state.  Tina  average  attendance  In 
several  of  ilhia  schools  was-  very  low 
owing  in  part  to  aru  epidemic  of 
mumps,  but  also  an  part,  io  dissatis- 
faction with  tto  schools  and  a  lack 
of  effort  on  the  part  of  parens  to  get. 
their  children  to  school  in  bad  wea- 
ther, i  '  •: 
We  believe  pameints  ml!  nev- 
er* regret  the  itlian'e  arid1  trou- 
ble necessary  to  give  tibeir 
children  every  reoson'abla  op- 
pomtuaiity/  to  secure  a.  good  edueattion. 
We  notice  with  werea  the  teDdie<n~ 
cy  to  keep  oMldlneaii  out  of  school 
as  soon  as  iflrey  are  fourteen  years 
old.  Because  the  law  permits  pamute 
to  do  thtis  is  not  a  good  reama  for 
doing  it. 


There  are.  a  number  of  boys  and 
girls  in  town  over  fourteen  years;  of 
age  who  ought  to  be  in  school  and 
it  will  be  an  irreparable)  'loss  So 
th'em    if    tltoey    do    not    attend. 

Whtfoj  the  prcs:nt  condtltions  in  our 
state  there  is  oo  good  reason  why 
every  child  in  tine  state  should  not 
receive  a  good  common,  scho>l  ed- 
ucation and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
good  citizen  to  see'  that  they  do.
